But by arranging the receiving Instrument so It may b* adjustld to 
receive or pirlc up only those waves of a certain length, all- other vibrations, 
and the messages they carry are eliminated or cut out. So, the wireless op- 
erator who is receiving messages, may adjust his instrument back and forth 
until lie picks lip any message which may lie passing through the ether at the 
time.

the Republican leader in emphatic fashion. He said,"We 
dewy the right of any British authority to say- what Ireland 
shall and shall not do."

The British Colonial Secretary declared the Collins-De 


Valera agreement providing for a coalition form of govern- 
ment in -Ireland imperiled the treaty because it admitted two 
Irish Government men who have refused to sign an oath of 
allegiance to the Crown. Churchill told the Irish officials they 
must sign this oath or Great Britain might be forced once 
again to assume authority in Ireland.

.As a crop to.- utilize garden, space 


after early vegetables have been har- 
vested, nothing is better than' the 
turnip. Turnips should' be planted In 
most p^rts of the country about July 
25, but In the extreme South as late 
as; the last of August nnd can be left 
in the ground until after several light 
frosts; or all winter In the South. They 
.ate iciseful as actable vegetable and to 
a' Jinil ted; ext«U''.'will. supply the place 
, of; potatoes. It is the general ^opinion 
of spedililiStS of 'the-United States E>e- 
pffl-taaent of Agriculture that the Amer- 
ican public could consume many more 
turnips than'it: does. ' 


For field:1 sowing, turnips are usually 


broadcast. 
The particular require- 


ment is a reasonably' rich' soil finely 
raked nnd leveled off to avoid water 
collecting in pools. The'seed should 
be sowed'sparingly.. One homely rule 
Is : to take the quantity which seems 
sufficient and divide It In half. After 
the seeds have ,been scattered on the 
surface of the ground, they should be 
well raked In. This may be done by 
dragging a, piece, of brush over the 
ground. The surface should be well 
smoothed. It Is -a: good plan to sow 
turnips just after a- rain,:giving them 
opportunity to. spi'out before a cruat
